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The  Holy  Father,  Pope  John  XXIII,  has 
set  forth  the  reason  and  aims  of  the 
Ecumenical  Council,  Vatican  II,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words: 

"...  'there  will  be  one  fold  and  one 
shepherd.'  (John  10,16.)  This  irresistible 
assurance  was  the  compelling  motive 
which  led  Us  to  announce  publicly  Our 
resolve  to  call  an  Ecumenical  Council. 
Bishops  will  come  together  there  from 
every  corner  of  the  world  to  discuss  im- 
portant matters  of  religion.  But  the 
most  pressing  topics  will  be  those  which 
concern  the  spread  of  the  Catholic 
faith,  the  revival  of  Christian  standards 
of  morality,  and  the  bringing  of  ecclesi- 
astical discipline  into  closer  accord  with 
the  needs  and  conditions  of  our  times. 
This  in  itself  will  provide  an  outstand- 
ing example  of  truth,  unity  and  love. 
May  those  who  are  separated  from  this 
Apostolic  See,  beholding  this  manifes- 
tation of  unity,  derive  from  it  the  in- 
spiration to  seek  out  that  unity  which 
Jesus  Christ  prayed  for  so  ardently 
from  his  heavenly  Father."  (1) 

More  recently  in  "Poenitentiam  agere" 
the  Holy  Father  has  called  upon  all  Cath- 
olics to  prepare  for  the  Council  by  acts  of 
penance  and  by  prayer,  especially  by  a 
Novena  to  the  Holy  Ghost. 

This  little  compilation  of  novena  pray- 
ers is  presented  in  the  hope  that  in  answer 
to  our  prayers  the  floodgates  of  God's 
grace  will  be  opened.  That  this  outpouring

of  grace  will  be  received  by  those  who  par- 
ticipate actively  in  the  Council  by  attend- 
ance at  its  sessions,  and  by  us  who  parti- 
cipate   passively,    receiving    with  open 
heart  and  receptive  mind  its  decisions. 
"...  we  in  the  Church  are  none  of  us 
guiltless  of  the  world's  unhappy  state 
today,  and  the  guilt  of  our  fathers  lies 
heavy  upon  us  too.  It  would  be  a  truly 
Christian  act  if  the  Pope  and  the  Coun- 
cil (perhaps  at  the  very  beginning,  when 
they  are  invoking  the  Holy  Spirit)  were 
to  express  this  truth:  Forgive  us  our 
sins!  Forgive  us  our  sins,  and  in  par- 
ticular our  share  in  the  sin  of  schism! 
Pope  Adrian  VI  said  it,  long  ago."  (2) 
In  keeping  with  this  we  open  our  novena 
with  an  act  of  penance  before  our  direct 
prayer  for  the  council.  Then  we  turn  to 
Saint  Joseph,   Patron   of  the  Universal 
Church.  On  each  of  the  nine  days  we  pray 
for  particular  intentions  and  have  selected 
readings  from  Scripture. 

During  this  time  it  is  important  that  we 
assist  at  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  and 
receive  Holy  Communion  as  often  as  pos- 
sible. In  this  manner  the  supreme  act  of 
worship  will  become  an  integral  part  of  our 
novena.  The  dispositions  that  encourage  us 
to  unite  in  prayer  at  this  time  should  con- 
tinue throughout  the  duration  of  the  Coun- 
cil, for  this  is  but  a  beginning.  So  important 
are  our  prayers  we  should  be  moved  to  re- 
solve to  attend  Mass  and  receive  Holy  Com- 
munion frequently,  even  daily  when  possi- 
ble.

I  therefore,  the  prisoner  in  the  Lord,  ex- 
hort you  to  walk  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the 
calling  with  which  you  were  called,  with  all 
humility  and  meekness,  with  patience, 
bearing  with  one  another  in  love,  careful 
to  preserve  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
bond  of  peace:  one  body  and  one  Spirit, 
even  as  you  were  called  in  one  hope  of 
your  calling;  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  Bap- 
tism; one  God  and  Father  of  all,  who  is 
above  all,  and  throughout  all,  and  in  us  all.
